"  disposed  of,  the  value  of  the  same,  the  dates  of  sale,  and  to  whom 
"  sold,  the  Income  and  Expenditure  of  that  Institution  from  the 
*  "  time  of  the  Union,  the  sources  of  Revenue,  including  the  annual 
u  amount  of  pay  patients,  and  the  amount  actually  received  from 
"  the  same,  the  number  of  Patients  admitted  annually,  the  classi- 
"  flcation  or  nature  of  their  disease,  the  number  of  convalescent 
"  Patients  discharged,  the  number  discharged  as  incurable,  as  also 
"the  number  of  deaths,  the  nationality  of  Patients  so  far  as  can 
"be  ascertained  ;  and  also,  a  copy  of  all  correspondence  that  has 
"  passed  between  the  late  or  present  Governments  and  the  Hos- 
"pital  Trustees  in  reference  to  the  removal  of  the  said  Hospital 
"  to  its  present  unhealthy  location,  and  also  any  correspondence 
"  that  may  have  passed  between  the  same  in  relation  to  the  dis- 
"  posal  of  any  of  these  lands."

Sir, — I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  transmit  the  several  statements  required  by 
the  Legislative  Assembly,  agreeeably  to  the  request  contained  in  your  letter  of  the 
3rd  ultimo.     The  Lands  originally  held  by  the  Hospital  are  as  follows  :— 

1st.  Six  acres  on  the  West  side  of  Church  Street  and  North  side  of  Newgate 
Street. 

2nd.  Six  acres  composed  of  Lots  Numbers  Eleven  and  Twelve  on  the  North 
side  of  King  Street,  Eleven  and  Twelve  on  the  South  side  of  Newgate  Street,  and 
Fourteen,  Fifteen,  Sixteen  and  Seventeen  on  the  West  side  of  John  Street. 

3rd.  One   acre  on  the  corner  of  King  and  York  Streets.

4th.  The  tract  of  Land  known  as  the  Park  Reserve,  bounded  South  and  East 
by  the  Don  River,  West  by  Parliament  Street,  and  North  by  Elm  Street,  and  con- 
taining about  380  acres. 

5th.  A  Lot  of  Land  purchased  by  the  Trustees  on  the  Garrison  or  Military 
Reserve,  containing  about  6  acres.  In  the  Year  1819  the  Hospital  was  erected  on 
the  Block  described  in  Clause  No.  2,  instead  of  on  that  first  mentioned,  which  was 
sold.  Prior  to  the  Year  1840  the  annual  expenses  of  the  Hospital  exceeded  its 
income,  and  as  a  consequence,  the  principal  was  seriously  intrenched  upon,-— this 
wTill  account  for  the  limited  means  at  the  disposal  of  the  Trustees  for  the  mainte- 
nance of  the  Institution,  and  the  necessity  for  a  large  annual  Grant  from  the 
Parliament.     The  documents  herewith  sent  are:--- 

No.  1.  Statement  of  Lots  sold,  the  price  at  which  they  were  sold,  date  of  sale 
and  name  of  purchaser. 

No  2.  Statement  of  Receipts  and  Expenditure,  under  the  different  heads,  from 
January,  1841,  to  April,  1856. 

No.  3.  Yearly  Statement  of  Patients  admitted,  the  nature  of  their  disease  and 
the  result,  and  the  birth  place  of  such  patients.  Owing  to  the  want  of  documents 
previous  to  November,  1847,  I  am  unable  to  furnish  the  required  Statement  prior  to 
that  date.  The  account  is  now  regularly  kept,  and  is  made  up  to  the  1st  May  in 
each  year,  but  owing  to  the  illness  of  the  resident  Surgeon,  I  am  prevented  from 
sending  the  one  terminating  on  the  first  of  this  month. 
No.  4.   Shews  the  present  resources  of  the  Hospital. 

As  regards  the  removal  of  the  Hospital  to  its  present  site,  it  has  been  done  by 
the  Trustees  on  their  own  responsibility,  no  correspondence  on  the  subject  with  the 
Government  has  taken  place— nor  am  I  aware  of  any,  with  reference  to  the  disposal 
of  any  of  the  lands,  beyond  the  requisite  authority  given  from  time  to  time  by  the 
Governor  in  Council.
